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HOW TO FILL OUT 


FOR CANNING SUGAR 


This year housewives must estimate in advance the amount of sugar required for 
canning and ja iaking, so that arrangements may be made to provide and distri- 
bute the necessary supplies. Applications must be sent in to your Local Ration 
Board by April 15th. Use the application in your new Ration Book for this purpose. 
Canning sugar will be allowed for all fresh fruits, including citron and wild 
fruits. Marrow, tomatoes and pumpkins are considered as vegetables and no canning 


sugar will be allowed for them.
